FREE TRADE WITH THE SOUTH. 

To the Editors of the fjO<ittrdle .rournat: 

An editorial in the Union Fi'ea.* of this morn- 
ing t.'ikas the ground, that, nnder Pth Fcctl.in 
of tbe act of Congress of Julv 2, 1864, the 
dberetion of tbe Pi evident to 'lieensa trade iu 
the Stales in insnrrecflon, which he po5se->n'd 
under the original non- intercourse act of -July 
13. 1861. is so far abridged that tha trade reg'i- 
laliiins, fixing the monthly amonntsofFnppIie'<, 
l•nd the munner of briagiug out cottou and 
Ollier pro<1iicts, must remain in force unlU Cun- 
giess can meet and repeal tbr-m. 

Tlie Press takes the ground mat there can he 
no trade except under license, and if there l>o 
DO licenee, there can be no trade at all, under 
tbe present law. I think the Press is mistaken. 

1' it cf-nceive* that tbe President has n ot, nnder 
existing laws, full power to free tiade from all 
rt Etrictions. 

The Pth section, which is supposed to take 
this power from him, sets ont thns; 

‘■'1 hat so much ol seciion five of thc a';t of 
the 13ih of ,Tnlv, 1861, as auth'>ri:'.es the Presi- 
dent, in his discretion, to Ih-en.-o or permit coin- 
mercial relation* in any St-ite or section the in- 
kohiti nti of tchich are declared in a ttate of in- 
turter/ion, is beieliy repelled, except so far (then 
follow tbe reKtrictions) &c.’’ 

Tills mi rely abridges the power of the Exec- 
utive over trade in districts th t are still av >w- 
ediv in insurrection, but it does U'Jt interfere 
w'i'.h his right to Fay which Stufes or parts of 
Slates are or are not in in.snrre<.'iion. 

The PreFS quotes tbe original imn- Intercourse 
law, the 5th section of the act of July 1-3, 1861, 
thuE; 

By tbe 5th section of act 1.1th of .Tniv, 1861, It 
is provided that, under certain circumstances 
which are staf’d — 

“It may and shall be lawful for the President, 
by proclamation, to declare thit thc Inh.ibit- 
ants of such State, or an.v section or part there- 
of, where such insurrection exirFts, are in a state 
of insnrrection against the United States; and 
thereupon all commercial intercourse by and 
between the same and the citizens thereof and 
tbe citizens ot the rest of the United States shall 
Cf aseand be uclawful so lung os such condition 
of hoeliilty shall continue; and all good? and 
chatties, ware-, and merchandise coming from 
said State or seition into the other parts of the 
United States, and all procrexiing to such State 
or Fcctior, bv land or water, shall, toe^-ther 
w ith the vef .-•cl or vehicle cirry ing the same, or 
C' nveying peisons to or from such Suite or sec- 
tion, ite forfeited to the Uniled States: I'm 
riiifd. however. That the PreriJeiit miv, in his 
discret'K n, lirtEsc and* pein.it eomineri-iai in- 
ti rcfiurfe with any such part of said State rr 
sectkin. the Itihiliifants of which are fo d-i.-Ia’e<l 
in a Flute of insurrection. In fueh articles and

The Federal < onrts have deci- 
ded thst iht:v cannot judge of the faoL whether 
or not tbe condition ut hostilitv continues, my. 
that tbe Piesident cannot even delegate tbe 
power to them, and that bis at’empt to do so 
in tbe proclamation of AugUFt 16, 18iil. i.s loop 
eraiitc and void; that the fact whether hostil 
iiles crDtinne or not, is one which the politic:d 
di psrtment of the Government must decide for 
itself. In o her words, whenever any Slate or 
part of a State ceases to be in insnrrection 
against the Government, it Is the business of

limiting this dberetion. 

Tbns President Lincoln procluimei on the 2d 
of April. 1863, that We«tern Virginia. New Or. 
leans. Key We*t, Port Roy al, aad Beaufort were 
1 o more in insnrrection. aud Pre*idenl Johns >n 
may now declare that tbe condition of hostilitv 
has ceased in all the States except Texas an i 
the we<-ic"n poition of Louisiana. He certainly 
ought to declare that the insarrectlon has come 
to an end in TerneEsee, and in those pirt* of 
Virginia, Arkar«as and Loiil-'iana, which adhere 
to the new li,yal State government*, preaidod 
over bv Goveiuor* Pierpout, Murphy, and 
Well*. ■

The steamer 3L Patrick, Hart, Captain, and 
Alvord, Clerk, from Memphis on the evening of 
tbe 9th, has passed np for LonisvUle 
Memphis papers received from this steamer ' 
are to the evening of the 9th. A party of sol- 
diers bad returned to Memphis after a most sue- 
ce8.«fnl expetlition from CoUiersvUle toByhaiia, 
and thence to Tnllahoma. 

Thc force was compoeed of 200 men, and was 
commanded by Captain J. F. Foster, of the 1st I 
Iowa Cavalry. The expedition was in pursuit 
of club -foot Fuote, and his gang of guerillas, 
who were in squads of three, four, or halt a 
dozen. The scouts’ expeditions, ecven in num- 
ber, were under the direction of Mr. D-jon, of 
the l-2th ILlnois, w ho kept pushing parties of 
guerillas wherever they met them. 

Tbe expedition picked np twelve regular Con- 
federate scJdioi-s. Among ihe-je were Colonel 
B. Yonng, formerly a lawyer residing in Mem. 
pi. Is who tried lo defend uitasclf but was made 
a piitOEcr. He was formerly in the 18th M;?s- 
Fbsippl Infantry, but at the time of his capture j 
was iu command of the MisEissippi 8;ate Re- i 
rerves. Cajt. A. D. Bright, euiierintcudent of i 
the records ol the Tenuosste troops. R A. 
IVan of A. P. Hill's cor{>s of the armv of Vir- i 
ginia. G. C. Tucker, private of the 18th Mis- j 
siFB!pi>l, r.d eight others were also raptured, j 
The txi>edition did not lose a man, and only 
three hoiFoe. Mat Laxten Is said lo be iu tbe I 
neighborhood of Holly Springs. He recently | 
murdered two men in the idclnlty of Cold 
WaUr. 

Thc people between Memphis and Tullahoma 
were pntting in crops, and are most anxious for [ 
peace and the rcEtoration of the law and order. 

It is reported by persons recently from dif- 
ferent sections of Northern Mi-isiEsippi that 
Forrest’s men were not regulariy surrendered 
by bim, bnt were dismissed, and told to go to 
their home, and that they have been committing 
great outrages on thc people of MI.*eis*ippl. 

Many citizens bare been robbed and miny 
mtirden d by them. The state of society where 
bands of these desperadoes travel is said to be 
dreadful, acd the Inhabitants earne tly desire 
tbe natioiial authorities to pat an end to in.h 
dlsord*-rs. 

On the 5th proximo a convention of Missis- 
sii plans will be held at Vicksburg and take 
steps to pave the way for the restoration ot 
MbEisEippl to the Union. It is intended by the 
loyal MisFisEipians In Memphis to be represent- 
ed in the convention. 

Tlie Memphis papers publish a call for a 
meeting, on the evening of tbe lltb, of all 
loyal Mi*FisEippIans residing in the city and 
vicinity, for the pnr]>o*« of appointing dele- 
gates and to assUt in taking such steps os sbill 
he neiCEFary for co-operatiun with ibelr ioj-al 
fellow. citizens at home in tbeir patriotic efforts 
to restore government to the i>eople of the 
State. 

The enrolled militia of the district of Memphis 
exists DO longer as an organization, as the ne 
cessity of enrolment Is gone. 

Up to Sunday morning forty bodies have been 
fished np at the Island above Memphis. It was 
nnderEtood that they were to be intened on the 
island.

He also states that a gentleman named Nich- 
ols went from Memphis to Napoleon, taking 
with him some merchandise During hU so- 
journ at tbat place several guerillas came in and 
robbed bim ol fi300, after which they held a 
con.Fult .Uon as to w hether they should hang 
bim, and came to the couclusion to ship him on 
a dug-out, which they did, giving him neither 
ot r nor paddles. 

After floating down the river for some dis- 
tance a gunboat picked him up.

I tbougLt it bnt a righteous 
retribution when I looked on the beautiful barn 
of his estate, where, in 18t», be gave a tremeu- 
di Its flogging to two slave*, who, two years af 
ter ihcy bad Income free under tbe provisi'-cs 
of Mr. Cnstia’ will, hod dared to rnn away. He 
sect ceded in catching them and holding them 
a y ear Ica:ger. Since then, he him-Felf bis been 
the rnn-away, and on Friday lost I saw hU old 
slnves ei'joving ihem-elves in loidiy style on 
ihot old pinutatlon. whi' h its priprictor will 
never see again.— Corrc^iifcaf iVorcetler Spy.

Every thing here appears to Indicate that civlt 
law will sotn take the place of mllitan-, and 
that the jieople who earnestly and sincerelr de- 
al, e to see tbe city of Nashville and the State of 
Tl uneosee ruled by TeDD«s«eeai)*, will be graii- 
fii'd in Fuch desires. The presence of tbe 4ih 
army corp* in the Ticinity of the city givre an

althi ngh tbe cordis has not vet been paid 
txteDFive nreparaiions have been made hv mer- 
chants and traders, in case so Iniereiticg aa 
event sbi-nid occur. 

Nashville l.« jnst a* dirty and dnstv as it has 
teen during the p»Ft four years, and is reaflv a 
diegrace to the State in this particular. In dry 
weather the street* are covered with dust to tbe 
de pth of several icebes, and In rainv titm-s the 
n-nd renders the streeu in some places almnnt 
impassable. Unlike many cUks where the mil 
itarv authorities have control, prisoner* in large 
Dumhera are not pnt to work npon the avenuei, 
and, as no one else can be obtained to keep 
thc m in proper cotiditioii, they of emurse reasain 
in a very bad condition. 

THE UOMLATCRE. 

Roth nowet continue to bold their lesiioB*. 
but do not appear to be makieg that headway 
in enartirg wbe^esome laws for the govern- 
menlof the Slate which characterised the first 
days of their deliberations. Quite a number ot

It gives each countv the 
privilege ot orginizing a fiK< e of fr<>m fifev 
to an hundred men, comininded hv au 
c ffii-er who ha* seen servlre. snd H known to be 
liya', and smhorizes such comptnics to bunt 
d! wn, capture, ard destrnv at| charaetera who 
are now or may be rrianiing al>'>at tbe cnnntry 
for the purpose of placdering tbe inhabitants or 
ofccmmitilng other rutrige? against sodetr. 
Another bill ba« also pa.<=ed both Hon<es. and 
is DOW a law. which puniFbes all robbers and 
armed prowlers with death, and tbeir aiders and 
ahetfors with impri?!.nment in the penitentiarv. 

It U tbooeht that the Legisiatnre will close il* 
session within Ihe coming week or ten davs; 
for. since the different offii-eni of the State have 
heen eh'sin. manv members believe that tto 
chief objects for which the A??r*mblr convened 
have been aceomrlished. and ihit all other busi- 
ness cau very safeU) be postponed until tte next : 
regular session.

Tbe editor rema^k^; “The uitdei standing that 
ample means ot egress are provided would do 
more to prevent panic than anything else; no 
such confidence t xi-ts in the minds of those wtio 
crowd mo*t of these places of resort If the 
anthorkies first named do not }>oeseae power to 
deal with this matter i> the way suggested, we 
areconvincid that it is tlieir duty to obtain it 
and act upon it without delay. How they do 
theee things in France, and what are the dispo- 
sitiODS there made with regard to egress and 
ingress for theatres, cannot be better illustrated | 
than in the words of Prof Donaldson when ad- I 
dressing tbe Institute of Bi itkb Archl-octs i i 
April last npon the plans of the New Opera- 
boo. e in Paris. 'In tbe first place tbe from 
arcade was 189 feet wide, and with an avenue 
behind it 12 feet broad. This led to another 
vestibule 224 feet long and 30 feet wide, which 
again conducted to an iumr vestibule 18 feet 
wide. The crowd would come iu at diifereut ^ 
entrances, so as to prevent an iusutferable de- i 
gree of pressure at any time, and they were 
gradoally brought from the points of entrance 
to the interior. The* area oi the priueip 1 
teaircase k 62 feet wide, tbe steps roae from 
the centre and tamed off to the right and left, 
being 16 feet wide.
